"PIRACY ON THE WEST RIVER. 
HONGKONG LAUSCH ATTACKED. . 

At eleven o'clock last night the steam 
launch Chany Sh, belonging to Hongkong, 
started from Wa Chow for Hongkong, with 
a lighter, tho Tai We in tow, and u crew 
of fourteen men, When at Chuk I, near 
Shek Ki.iu the Heang Shai District, a band 
of pirates numbering about eighty, attacked 
them, firingfrom both Lauks of the river. 
The man at tho wheel was killed and the 
others of the crew took fright and ran be. 
low. ‘Tho launch went aground and dix 
boats jiut off from the shoro. “A second 
volley was fired from tho hanks to cover 
the approach of the boats, and then a third 
volley was poured inte the launch from the 
pirates in tho boats, Three of the boats’ 
crews boarded the Inunch and carried away 
all the money and clothing they could lay 
hangs upon. The crews of the other three 
boats devoted theft attention to the lighter, 
Tho pirates romaincd aboard several hours 
and when leaving said that thoy 
belonucd to the ‘Hop I Tong’ and, 
pressed the unster of the launch, to give 
themsome money. © The compradore named 
Ne 1 was ware prisoner and was token 
away by “tho pirates. The. launch has 
arrived in thd Colony with the body of the 
murdered pilot. The matter was this 
morning reported to the police. Besider 
killing the pilot the pirates wounded sevoral 
of thu crew. The funnel of. the launch is 
riddled with bullct holes, The launch war 


berthed at the Polico Wharf, Kowloon, and 
the bady of the pilot tuken to tho mortuary.
